The information printed in Sunday’s 
Democrat, to the effect that C. E. 
Gallagher had advised friends here 
of his having organized a company, 
with ab undant capital, to construct a 
steam lailv^y from some point south 
of Sedalia, on the Rock Island, north 
to Marshall, Miami and into Iowa, has 
aroused those who favor an. electric 
line, it appears, judging from the fol­ 
lowing dispatch from MarshiUl, print­ 
ed in today’s St. Louis Repub lic: 
Active work will soon b egin on the 
new electric railway b etween 
Mar­ 
shall Mid Sedalia, which will ultimate­ 
ly b e extended to Miami and perhaps 
further north. 
Senator E. D. Martin, one of the pro- 
motei« of the new road, states that 
the company Is composed of sound 
b usiness men and b ankers in Mis­ 
souri, Chicago and New York; 
that 
they have plenty of money themselves 
to b uild the road, b esides having the 
b est Bnancial b acking of any new 
company in the United States. 
The road will b e an up-tonlate Injter- 
urb an electric railway, eq uipped for 
b oth passenger and freight b usiness, 
with the latest and most modem im­ 
provements, running cars b etween the 
points mentioned every few hours. 
Thomas Marshall, one of the promo­ 
ters, says that ultimately the line may 
b e extended into Iowa.

Oaring for removing or burning of 
trash, cleaning of alleys of all manure 
and all objects which in any way ob­ 
structs passage or serve as breeding 
plMes for disease germs or mosqui­ 
toes. The appointment of such a day 
would emphasize the necessity for 
cleaning up premises and would most 
forcibly call attention to the worst 
sections. Those who would do noth­ 
ing would stand out so prominently 
that officers would enforce the law 
against them, and there would be no 
one to say the law was harshly ap­ 
plied.

“Where the American people will 
draw their supply of hard wood from 
in 1925 or 1950 is a perplexing ques­ 
tion,” said William J. Tisdale, of Bay 
City, says the Detroit Free Press.

“The day is not far distant when 
the world will look to the vast for­ 
ests of Siberia, South America and 
Africa for hard wood, and even this 
apparently 
limitless 
supply 
must 
some day be exhausted. There is a 
big quantity there yet, as the manu­ 
facturing in those 
regions is quite 
limited, but when the sawmills of 
America get to work on them they 
can't survive long. 
There are many 
mills in Michigan and other states 
that use up fifty acres of timber in 
one day and get away with twenty- 
five square miles of it in a year. 
“That is fast work and the forests 
of this planet are limited. It is esti­ 
mated that in a few years, say four 
or five, that the supply of ash, cherry 
and mahogany will be as completely 
exhausted as is that of walnut at the 
present 
time. 
Unsettled 
countries 
must then contribute their hard wood 
freely to the furniture factories of 
America, and oak or ash k itchen cab­ 
inets will be unk nown in the homes of 
people of moderate means.”
